Republican, yesterday and on July 
21st: 
Charles L. Henry, owner of the In­ 
dianapolis & Cincinnati Traction line, 
is in favor or connecting the Rush 
Ville line with the Shelbyville line at 
these two points. 
Ho has gone over a route surveyed 
along tho J., M. & I. railroad 
and 
also has gone over another route be­ 
tween this city and Rushville which I 
was surveyed six or eight years ago by j 
tho Blaek Diamond Railroad company. I 
This latter route goes through Oyn- I 
thianna. 
The feed-wires w ill pass along one 
of.thosejroutos, provided the farmers 
and land owners will donate to Mr. 
Henry tho right-of way to construct 
an interurban road. 
It is tho opinion 
of a gentleman who is in a jiosition 
to know that if the farmers w ill do­ 
nate this right-of-way, that the road 
w ill bo constructed within the next 
two yours. 
This road as surveyed, 
w ill 
be 
eighteen miles in length. 
Mr. Henry 
w ill have men out along the survey 
this week trying to secure this right- 
of w a y between Rushville and Shelby­ 
ville and our farmers should donate 
these small strips of land. 
This line 
passing through their farms w ill in­ 
crease the 
value of their proj>erty 
many times what it> ou ld co#t to give 
them this land. 
Then it would open 
up a fine territory giving the people 
ears every 
hour between Rushville 
and Shelbyville. 
It. is almost certain that the line 
w ill be built alougTone of tho routes, 
either by way of Rays’ Crossing and 
Manilla, or else by way of Oynthi* 
anna, aud the landowners who are 
asked first w ill he the gainers if they 
agree to this donation. 
The commotion from Rushville to 
Greensburg, is a distance of twenty 
miles and [Mr. Henry is in favor of ! 
the connecting line being 
Shelbyville ami Rushville.

Indiana’s Water Supply the Subject of 


Official inquiry. 


Indianapolis, 
Aug. 
10.—Beginning 
today and continuing until the work 
is completed, Marshall O. Leighton of 
the United States geological survey, 
aided by Dr. J. N. Hurty, secretary of 
the state board of health, will make 
I an investigation in Indiana for the 
purpose of determining the quality of 
the water of the stream s of the state 
and of ascertaining what wrater can 
be used for municipal and industrial 
purposes. 
Leighton is chief of the 
division of hydrography at W ashing­ 
ton. 
He arrived in this city yester­ 
day. 
In discussing his mission he 
said: 
“In Indiana we give most of our 
attention to the quality of the water 
and consideration of the quality of 
water is largely a question of stream 
pollution. 
Indiana affords one of the 
best fields for our investigation, as the 
stream pollution in this state is ex­ 
ceptionally bad. 
“A certain amount of pollution is 
inevitable. 
W herever there is popu 
lation there must be wastes, and in 
spite of all we can do these wastes 
must run toward the streams. 
This 
fact, however, does not Justify the 
turning-in of industrial 
wastes and 
sewage. 
The unpreventable pollution 
in a stream will never make it a nui­ 
sance. but it is certain that a nuisance 
will result if trade wastes and sewage 
are allowed to flow into the streams. 
“The problem before 
us here is 
what to do with the trade wastes, how 
to dispose of them, and that will be 
the principal question considered." 
Mr. Leighton and Dr. Hurty left 
this morning for Vincennes. 
After 
several days spent in the southern 
part of the state they will make a 
tour of the northern cities and towns
